HOUSTON,

17.—(IP)—The 


American Bankers Association to- 
day adopted a resolution urging: 
limited chartering of banks, elim- 
ination of overlapping taxation by 
state and federal' governments and 
reaffirmed Its stand on' the dual 
system of banking, branch bank- 
Ing and the autonomy of 
the 
laws of separate states with re- 
spect to banking. 


The 
resolution, presented 
to 
the convention by A. L. Lathrop 
of Los Angeles, chairman of the 
resolutions committee, was adopt- 
ed unanimously. 


The mild 
resolution failed 
to 
mention specifically any of 
the 


impending bills In the next con- 
gress—a subject many observers 
had expected to be discussed 
at 
the closing general session of the 
convention.- 


A resolution regarding tfie

"We reiterate the position

this association that a return to

COMMERCIAL GERMANY 


BERLIN, Nov. 
17.—(ff) -Douglas 


Miller, commercial attache of the 
United States embassy, was called 
to Washington today less than 24 
hours after the departure of Am- 
bassador 
Hugh R. Wilson. Miller 


was directed to report in Wash- 
ington not later than January 1. 


The calling home of Miller was 


regarded by the American colony 
In Berlin as a significant Indica- 
tion that the United States Depart- 
ment of 
Commerce had lost In- 


terest in Germany for the present. 


(Tho 
Berlin announcement came 


on tho same day set for the sign- 
ing in Washington of broad com- 
mercial treaties among tho United 
States, Great Britain and Canada. 
(Ambassador Wilson was sum- 


moned home by President Roose- 
velt for report and consultation on 
the German anti-Jewish campaign.)

URGE UNITED STATES TO 


'MORTGAGE' GERMAN IM- 


MIGRATION QUOTA

Jewish estimates

were 
that 56,000 of their number had 
been arrested. 


The first reaction to President 


Roosevelt's press conference state- 
ment of plans for an air force 
that could defend both North and 
South America came in an edi-

Chancellor 
Hitler's 
newspaper. 


Imaginary Menace. 


It said the President pictured 
an "imaginary menace" to Amer- 
ice and that 
"suspicions 
were 
cast on other powers in the inter- 
est of United States armaments-" 


There still was no indication of

ment against Nazi treatment of 
the Jews.

While militiamen moved toward 
Tremp, other government forces 
prepared to launch attacks along 
the Segre river where they have 
established a sector 12 miles long 
and three miles deep In a ten-day 
offensive. 


The Insurgents cleaned up the 
Ebro river's west bank and de- 
clared they had taken many pris- 
oners In the Sierra De Fatarella,

—The British government 
was said by a high author- 
ity today to have agreed to 
try to operate a plan offer- 
ed by United States Ambas- 
sador Joseph P. Kennedy 
for removing thousands of 
Jews now sulferlng from a wave 
of violence and icstrictlve decrees 
in nazl Germany. 


Prime

Chamberlain 


told the House of Commons that 
the matter of finding new homes 
for such refugees was being treat- 
ed as one of urgency. 


He' said the problem had been 
taken up with governors of

number of British colonies, in- 
cluding the governor of Tangan- 
yika, former German East Africa, 
now a British 
mandate.

make a statement on the whole 
question early next week. 


The Prime Minister then agreed 
to a commons debate next Mon- 
day on the treatment of racial

NEW JEWISH CRISIS MAY LEAD 


TO RESURVEY OF IMMIGATION 


LAWS BY NEXT U. S. CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—OT— 


A new, large-scale attempt by Jew- 
ish and other European minorities 
to find homes- in this country may 
lead to a resurvey of American Im- 
migration laws by the next con- 
gress. 


Outbreaks of antl-semltlsm 
In 


Germany and elsewhere have caus- 
ed many more thousands of Cen- 
tral Europeans to seek admittance 
to tho United States than is pos- 
sible u'nder 6xls(lhg laws. 


Administration officials said to- 


day they anticipated a bitter strug- 
gle between members of congress 
wishing to relax immigration bar- 
riers for those refugees and mem- 
aers desiring to retain or strength- 
en them. 


President 
Roosevelt said t h i s 


week he had given a great deal of 
thought to the German Jewish re- 
fugee problem, but he declared he 
had no thought of revising Ameri- 


can laws to take In additional num- 
bers here. 


Tho United States Is taking Ger- 


man Jews at the rate of about 
24,00' a year, which estimated was 
more than all other countries com- 
bined aro accepting. 
There aro now 220,000 applica- 


tions for' German visas on file, but 
the country's annual Immigration 
quota Is only 27,370. Similarly, there 
are 
69,000 
Polish 
applications, 


against a quota of 6,524, and 11,000 
Czochoslovaklan a p p l i c a t i o n s , 
again: t a quota of 2,874. 


New visa restrictions have been 
put In effect -ecently to meet the 
pressure of those clamoring

USELESS HANDS CAN BE MADE 
USEFUL THROUGH TRANSFER OF 
TENDONS FROM TOES TO FINGERS

OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 17.— 


(/P)—Useless hands which aro un- 
able to grasp even a pencil now 
can 
be restored 
to normal by 


a new operation which transplants 
tendons from tho toes to the fin- 
gers. 


The operation, reported to the 


Southern Medical Association by 
Dr. H. vH Thatcher of Portland, 
Ore., is used to rc-creato 
fingers 


damaged by cuts, 
burns, 
Infec- 
tions or crushing. It has proved 
successful in a wide variety of 
cases. 


When the tendons of the fingers 


"which glide In 
tunnels 
just 
large 
enonugh 
to accommodate 


them" aro severed or damaged it 
becomes Impossible to move the 
fingers and the tendons must be 
reconstructed, Dr. Thatcher said. 


Before this can bo done the 


tendon sheath, or tunnel, must be 
"rested and an effort made to re- 
stori Its smooth gliding surface," 
he added. To do this he Inserts 
Into tho tunnel n smooth and very 
small stainless 
steel 
rod, bent 


to the normal curnve of tho fin- 
ger, through an incision in the 
palm of the hand. 


This rod Is 
left in place for 
three weeks. Then a second oper- 
ation a piece of tendon, of the 


proper length Is taken from a 
toe or the wrist, stitched to the 
end of tho finger Inside, tied to 
tho uteel rod and brought back 
down through the 
tunnel, 
for 


stitching 
to the. tendon in 
tho 


palm of the hand, by 
merely 


withdrawing the rod.

tions collapse, from trying 
to live on their own fat, 
they can't say that Cordell 
Hull never warned them. In 
a recent address to the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Con- 
vention he said: 


"Autarchy and o t h e r 


forms of economic arma- 
ment create an illusion of 
strength and security. They 
uproot far more than they 
build. They discourage rath- 
er than generate enterprise. 
By placing impossible bar- 
riers to the world flow of 
material and financial 
re- 


sources, by tending to split 
up the world into abnormal- 
ly limited areas of trade re- 
lations, they undermine con- 
fidence and stability. They 
make all nations progres- 
sively weaker." 


All the nations, no doubt, 


could profit by more inter- 
national trade, exchanging 
their own surplus products 
for different surplus prod- 
ucts from their neighbors 
They might benefit, too, on 
the whole, by greater inter- 
change 
of 
business ideas 


and methods. But you can't 
tell the other fellow1 that. 


Every nation seems to be 


afraid that 
other 
nations 


will make a little money. 
Yet in most 
cases 
that 


would be a good thing. 
Then they could buy more 
from each 
other,, 
create 


more jobs and raise their 
prosoperity level together. 


That is the way it works 


within countries. Intelligent 
business groups want other 
groups to prosper, so the 
other, fellow will buy their 
goods. But common sense 
usually seems to stop at na- 
tional boundaries. 


JAPAN'S BIG STICK 


Theodore Roosevelt told 


the 
American people to 


"speak softly and carry a 
big stick." His advice was 
not followed literally. We 
spoke loudly and merely 
used the stick for a ball bat. 
The phrase persisted, and 
now Japan, our hard-shell- 
ed rival across the Pacific, 
has taken it up and 
re- 


inforced it. 
Toshio Shfra- 
ton, former foreign office 
spokesman and now am- 
bassador to Italy, says in an 
interview at Tokyo: 


"Frankness has its uses. 


Japan has learned the ad- 
vantage of carrying a big 


Adolf Hitler was loud about 
ms complete willingness to 
go to war, and consequent- 
ly he didn't have to go to 
war. At present we are be- 
ing very explicit in making 
-Known our intentions in re- 
gard to Soviet Russia." Then 


.^dds.in a gentler tone: 
-Although -Japan and the 


United States are not on 
very friendly terms at pres- 
ent, and you 
have 
been 


calling us names across the 
Pacific, the basis for friend- 
ship between the two coun- 
tries still exists. In 
their 


worst days of misunder- 
standing, there never was 
any thought of war between 
them. We are quite certain 
there will be no such war. 
Therefore Japan 
can 
af- 


ford to wait for America's 
understanding." 


Perhaps we understand Ja- 


pan better that Mr. Shira- 
tori thinks. However that 
may be, we too think there 
will be no war—though we 
feel like spanking Japan for 
what she has done in Chi- 
na. There will be no war 
Between us because we too 
will be strong and irresist- 
able in our own sphere.

of Munich" Europe is jusC 
one big happy family, with 
everybody toting two guns 
and grabbing another etrip 
of his neighbor's land every

Miners in the Lupa gold- 


fields of Kenya, Africa, held 
a mass meeting recently to 
protest against withdrawal 
of Tanganyika, former Ger- 
man East 
Africa 
colony, 


from British control, now 
exercised under a League of 
Nations 
mandate. 
The 


group represented twenty- 
seven different races. The 
resolutions drawn up were 
read in English, Afrikaans, 
Greek, Gujerati and Kish- 
wahili and some other lang- 
uages. 


There are many Germans 


in that region, 
but 
they 


were forbidden by "local 
Nazi headquarters" to at- 
tend the 
meeting. They 


probably would have voted 
for return of the colony to 
Germany, but might have 
been outnumbered in the 
voting. It is possible, too, 
that while these real estate 
dickers are being carried 
on between Germany 
and 


Great Britain, the Nazi gov- 
ernment prefers not to stir 
up trouble in Tanganyika.

Enemy No. 1, says the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, is the fail- 
ure of motor vehicle drivers to dim 
headlights. 


And, except for attempts at, edu- 


cation, the department is virtually 
powerless to do anything about It. 
There is no law requiring a driver 
to dim lights. The department can 
only appeal to the'driver's sense of 
courtesy or play on his fear of 
death or injury'. 


Ninety-four lives were lost In 
traffic accidents this year because 
drivers didn't dim lights, the de- 
partment reports. No one knows 
how many persons were injured in 
those accidents, but the total was 
huge. 


"The dimming of headlights Is 


one of the easiest things about 
operating an automobile," said a 
department attache. "It Is one of 
the most Important things, yet It is 
somehing which thousands of Tex- 
ans arc not doing. 


"There isn't a law requiring it, 
although there may be one after 
the next legislature meets. At pres- 
ent a driver may or may not dim 
headlights, according to his state 
of mind. 


"It is almost incomprehensible 


why anyone able to drive an auto- 
mobile is so careless of his own 
safety and the safety of others 
that he will not move his foot or 
hand to reduce the intensity of 
hts headlights and decrease the pos- 
sibility of collision." 


The same man, an operative of 
the department who haa studied 
causes of traffic accidents In all 
sections of the state, said the 
driver who refuses to dim his head- 
lights has taken the place of the 
one who a few years ago claimed 
more than his share of the high- 
way. 


"He has displaced the road hog," 
the investigator said. "Not a night 
passes but he roars down the high- 
way with blinding lights, forcing 
cars to pull off the road or come to 
a standstill while he charges past. 
"Signals 
of approaching 
motor 


cars to dim lights mean nothing to 
him. If the other fellow dims 
lights, so much the better, he 
thinks. That enables him to see 
perfectly with his own undimmed 
lights. 


"At heart, the follow Is a coward 
and a bully. He is hiding in the 
dark, and he thinks he can get 
away with something he knows Js 
wrong because there is no one to 
pick him out and censure him. 


"Tho same man wouldn't think'of 
walking down a street turning a 
brilliant flastligbt in people's faces. 
He would be afraid someone would 
sock him.

The National Safety Council re- 


ported than 15 percent of drivers 
examined in certain tests were sus- 
ceptible to "night blindness," which 
has been defined as inability of 
eyes to adjust themselves normally 
to varying intensities of lights at 
night. 
It has. been suggested to the saf- 


ety department that a teat reveal- 
ing: "night blindness" be made a 
part of examination for drivers 
licenses , but no action to that end 
has been taken. 


Two Austin, physicians, when 
questioned, expressed doubt there 
was anything to the "night blind- 
ness" theory. One, an outstanding 
specialist, said that because a fair 
skin was susceptible to sunburn be- 
cause It lacked 
the pigment of 


dark skin it did not follow that 
blue eyes also lacking dark pig- 
ment were susceptible to blindness 
from the glare of motor vehicle 
headlights. 


No complaints have reached the 
safety department and its high- 
way patrolmen, or the railroad com- 
mission, of failure of truck and bus 
drivers to dim lights. 


Reports uniformly are that such 
drivers generally are quick to re- 
duce the power of their lights and 
observe other driving rules of the 
highway written and unwritten. 


One reason, a department repre- 
sentative said, is that drivers of 
commercial vehicles often are well 
trained In their duties and usually 
have strict Instructions from ,their 
employer to carefully abide by all 
traffic regulations. 
Another, It was said, is that 


large truck and bus drivers have 
charge 
of 
expensive equipment, 
trucks ofter are carrying valuable 
loads. The drivers cannot afford 
to take chancoa.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 16.— 


W>—A new treatment for a type 
of Insanity resulting from pella- 
gra, 
the food deficiency disease, 
was announced today before the 
Southern Medical association. 
Four physicians who have been 


studying the disease In co-opera- 
tion reported this typo of insanity 
can be corrected within 24 hours 
with nicotlnlc acid, a drug which 
has been proven to be practically 
specific for pellagra. 


Nicotinic acid, originally isolat- 


ed from tobacco but now made 
synthetically, 
costs 
very 
little. 


The 
amount of drug 
necessary 


for a single complete treatment 
is valued at less than one dollar. 
When used in the treatment of 
pellagra it supplies a vital food

factor and enables the body to 
make a quick recovery, said the 
four physicians, Dr.

The fluid milk Indictment charg- 


ed conspiracy to fix wholesale and 
retail milk prices, to thrdttle In-

Ice Cream Charges 


The ice cream Indictment charg- 


ed firms and individuals named 
had combined since Jan.uary, 1929, 
to restrain the sale and transpor- 
tation of counter-freezers, a de- 
vice to manufacture Ice cream on 
the premises where sold. 


The milk indictment, intltled the 


United States of America vs. the 
Borden company, et al, stated it 
covered a period from January, 
1935, up to the present, and add- 
ed:

house committee Investigating un- 
American activities, when a dele- 
gate read a resolution he 
SB Id 
had been adopted by the Texas 
Industrial Union council calling 
for an "investigation of the un- 
American activities of the Dies 
committee." 


J. E. Crossland, of the Industri- 


al Pinion council of Texas, Dies' 
home state, said of Dies: 
"He looked young and bright 


and they thought he would be an- 
other Huey Long and not an- 
other Hitler, x x x " 


The jeers and 
booes started 


when Crossland first mentioned 
tho name "Dies"* and continued 
as he declared It was impossible 
to get "rid" of the congressman 
at the last election because "some 
people still believe he may do 
some good.' 
Jeers were loudest as the speak- 
er added Texans were "ashamed 
of him-" 
Then, Crossland said: "We are 
apologizing for 
him. 
But 
we 


don't want this convention to go 
on record as condemning him but 
we want to read Into the record 
our sentiments." 


The convention took no action 


upon Grasslands' resolution, but 
adopted a civil rights bureau reso- 
ution advocating creation of a 
permanent Independent bureau in 
;hi! federal government to be re- 
sponsible for conducting Investl- 
;atlons Into all major instances 
n. which "emlpoyers have con- 
spired among themselves x x to 
deprive labor of Its rights." 
Would Stop Federal Aid. 
The 500 delegates also advocat- 


ed stoplpng all federal financial 
assistance to state or local gov- 
ernments which "permit or par- 
Iclpate in the destruction of civil 
iberties and rights of labor." 
Mayor Frank Hague of Jersey 


City, was the target of a critical 
speech by W- J. Carney, CIO re- 
gional director of New Jersey, In 
:hto 
discussion 
which 
preceded 
adoption of the federal assistance 
resolution. 


The passage of the resolution 


got the convention away on Its 
fourth day, and the policy-making 
machinery moved at top speed 
as the CIO leaders pressed on to- 
ward adjournment. 


The delegates shouted their ap- 
proval of a resolution terming the 
use of the state national 
guard 


units In labor disputes as "terri- 
ble." 


The measure demanded 
that 
federal 
legislation 
be 
enacted 


which would end the use of the 
guard 
to "break 
strikes and 


commit violations of civil liber- 
ties."

Pleasing to Britain. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—VP>—Great 


Britain today welcomed the 
1m 
pending signing of her trade trea^ 
ty with the United States >aa a 
further step on the road to active 
Anglo-American cooperation In a 
troubled world. 


The government, It was under- 
stood, also hoped the agreement 
would serve to prepare American 
opinion for an eventual war debt 
settlement releasing Britain from 
the terms of the Johnson act 
(which forbids defaulting debtor 
nations floating loans In the Unit- 
ed States.) 


Although officials expected the 
treaty to Increase trade between 
the two countries they were rep 
resented as attaching to It gym- 


I bollc rather than economic Im- 
portance. 


BANKERS 
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resolution said It- Is of vital im- 
portance that taxes shall not be 
punitive, discrimination 
or con- 
flscatory and urged that they be 
devised and 
administered 
"that 
they may be taken out of tho na- 
tional Income with the 
smallest 


possible injury to the sources of 
that Income." 


"Therefore, we reiterate the rec- 
ommenatlon that overlapping and

Included in the federal legisla- 
tion the association had bene ex- 
pected to discuss was the Barkley 
bill pertaining to the duties of

tures and the matter of bringing 
the federal reserve member banks 
under the provisions of the soical 
security laws.

Meanwhile a man of science 
and a man of the cloth, the scien- 
tist, Dr. Karl T.. Compton, pres- 
ident of the Massachusets Insti- 
tute of Technology of Cambridge 
Mass., and the spiritual leader, 
Rt.

laid their views before the con-

Dr. Compton stressed the point 
that general unemployment is of 
more concern to the nation than 
technological unemployment, add- 
ing: 


"Science has been criticized be- 
cause of certain evils which have 
attended Its applications in hu- 
man affairs, but the record of 
benefits so far exceeds the record 
of > damage that I would not fo- 
cus primary attention on the lat- 
ter. 


Bishop Freeman questioned that

and Its affiliated organizations to 
adhere to their contractual obli- 
gations In letter and spirit and 
the CIO undertakes to throw its 
full weight and Influence into the 
balance to effect 
such 
adher- 
ence." 


The 
conventions 
demand 
for 


federal action against antl-laboi 
forces was Incorporated in reso- 
lutions asking for justice depart- 
ment prosecution of employer con- 
spiracies to prevent establishment 
of labor organiations, and appro- 
priation by congress of sufficient 
funds to continue the" senate civil 
liberties committee 
for 
anothei 
two years. 


Thn CIO assembly also propos- 


ed that.the senate give "speedy 
and 
favorable" 
consideration 
to 
proposals the civil liberties com- 
mittee is expected 
to make In 


the next session to Insure peace 
relations between organized labor 
and employers.
